To  die  Cotton  Yarn  of  a  deep  blue.  From  I'.e  C.:iii.,ie 
\_Penn.'\^  fia/ier^for  Jug.  11,  18  i3. 
Take  one  pcmul  of  logwood  chipped  line  or  pound- 
ed, boil  it  in  a  sufficient  quujuity  -  i"  water,  until  the  whole 
colouring  matter  is  extracted;  then  take  about  one  ha;f 
gallon  oi'  this  liquor,  and  dissolve  it  in  one  ounce  of  ver- 
digris and  about  the  like  quantify  of  alum  ;  l.oii  your  yarn 
meantime  in  the  logwood  water  for  one  hour,  stirring  it 
well  and  keeping  it  loose. 

Take  out  your  yarn,  and  mix  the  half  gallon  containing 
the  verdigris  and  alum  with  the  other,  then  put  your  yarn 
into  the  inixture  ana  boil  it  four  hours ;  stirring  it,  and 
keeping  it  loose  ail  the  tiriic,  and  taking  it  out  once  every 
hour,  to  give  it  air,  after  which  dry  it,  then  boil  it  in  soap 
and  water,  and  it  is  done. 

The  above  preparation  will  die  six  pounds  of  cotton 
yarn  an  elegant  deep  blue.  Afier  which  put  as  much  yarn 
into  the  same  liquor  and  boii  it  for  three  hours,  stiiring 
it  as  before,  and  you  v.'ill  have  a  good  pale  blue,  or  if  you 
"wish  for  an  elegant  green,  boil  hickory  bark  in  the  liquor 
and  it  will  produce  it. 

This  receipt  has  been  proved  satisfactorily  from  ex- 
perience, and  it  is  a  cheap  mode  of  obtaining  the  abo^* 
mentioned  colours.

"WESTEEN  PENNSYLVANIA. 
I'HAT  portion  oi"  coiiiury  v/nich  is  distinguished  by 
ihia  tide  lies  between  thfc  wcaiern  bouiiv.uiy  of  this  state 
aiul  a  line  strecching-  from  the  stale  of  Maryland  uorth- 
westwavdiy  along  ttie  suinnut  of  the  Allegheny  ridyje,  by 
SoiTierset,  Cambi'ia,  Clear fieldj  aud  M'Kjcr  counties.^,  to 
the  state  of  New  York.  It  inckidea  tweniy  v'^orunties,  em- 
b/'ixiiiga  territory  about  twiccv  aii  large  as  >.ias.s?.cl:ii5-ctts 
proper,  l^he  southwebte*  n  portion  oi  this  district.  lyins^  be- 
tween the  Laurel  kill  and  the  Ohio,  v.'as  purchased  from 
the  Indians  in  the  year  i  ?6S.  T Itedand  lyirjg-  east  of  the 
AlltMgheny  river  iind  no.th  of  a  lino  from  Kitianning  to  the 
oa;ioe  place  on  the  \Yest  branch  of  the  linsquehir/r.a  was 
o^joiitti  for  settlement  irt  1785.  T^e  coiiislry  r,orthwest 
of  the  Oliio  and  Ane>;;!ieny,  was  i^ot  open  to  settlers  until 
1792.  From  the  ye*r  1768,  until  the  treaty  of  Fort  GreiT- 
yille  1725,  xh&  vhole  country  was  harassed  by  almost 
Gonsti^rit  Indl?ai  wars.  Odier  circumstances  not  less  mo- 
mertoiis  concurred  to  reiard  its  settita^eFit.  Virginia 
claimed  as  far  north  as  Pittsburgh;  many  disputes  arose 
bouuiie  jurisdiction  of  the  two  states,  which, in  several  1/- 
stances,  ripened  into  blows  and  riots,  and  tilled  the  country 
witli  cdarm^.  L:  was  not  till  j780,  that  the  right  of  soi|'iii 
Pennsylvania  was  acknowledged  and  her  southern  boui^ia- 
ly  definitively  esiablished.  . 

The  strange  and  injjdicious  plans  adopted  by  the  state 
in  the  sale  of  her  westerii  laiids  produced  a  scries  of/;vils 
calculated  to  injure  the  settlements  of  the  co?intry;  tiie 
t-ast  of  the  Alleirheny  river  were  sold  in  tracts  of  ;j^hou- 
i^and  acres  each  and  the  purchasers  permitted  tc^  loclie  and 
survey  their  warrants  wheresoever  they  th-jugiit  proper. 
As  scon  as  the  land  office  opencil  in  1785,  a  9;anj//;f  r.ipar- 
eious  speculators  ccjvered  the  whole  countrv  with 
some  tracts  were  surveyed  three  or  foifir  times.  /50 
a  territory  fallino;  into  :i  few  hands  continued  p'  nj::r}y 
twenty  years  uninbal^ited,  and  it  was  net  uiitil  sul-ny  of  the 
original  proprietors  had  become  bankrupt  £iid  4  prospect 
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oi  such  a  wilderness  rismg  in  .\alue:had  vanished,  tbat 
fcales  were  made  on  reasonable  terms.  For  the  last  ten 
years,  it  has  rapidly  increased  in  population.  The  country 
west  of  the  Allegheny  was  a. theatre  of  litigation  and  riot 
until  a  few  years  ago.  The  troubles  of  that  country  are  now 
generally  at  an  end  and  wc  may  henceforth  look  for  an 
increased  emigvation  to  it. 

Struggling  against  ail  the  difficulties  above  stated,  the 
encouragement  to  agriculture,  manufactures,  and  trade, 
has  been  so  great,  as  to  bring  an  almost  unparalleled  em 
igration  to  Western  Pennsylvania.  The  Census  of  1810, 
entitled  us  to  six  members  of  Congress,  including  Bed- 
ford conr.ty.  Since  that  period  large  tracts  of  wilderness 
have  been  peopled,  new  lowns  haverisen  up  as  if  by  ma- 
gic, and  new  sources  of  wealth  opened  to  the  enterprise  of 
our  citizens.  Whoever  will  take  the  trouble  to  inspect  a 
large  map  of  the  United  Slates,  will  be  convinced  of  the 
value  and  iniport?Tice  of  this  section  of  the  Am^erican  em- 
pire. On  the  north  it  has  a  lake  frontier  of  forty  miles, 
with  a  spacious  harbour  for  shipping,  and  is  connected  with 
the  ocean  through  the  St.  Lawrence  and  with  the  immense 
territories  washed  by  the  inland  seas  of  the  north  west. 

ShcTsId  t!:e  great  canal,  projected  from  the  Hudson  river 
Vto  Lake  Erie,  ever  be  completed,  an  event  highly  probable, 
|is  advantages  will  be  largely  shared  by  the  people  of 
Western  Pennsylvania.  The  commerce  by  the  AUeghe- 
i\y  river,  between  Pittsburgh  and  Lake  Erie,  is  broken  by  a 
portage  of  fourteen  miles  only,  over  wiiich  there  is  an  ex- 
cellent Turnpike,  and  there  is  scarcely  a  point  in  the  whole 
territory  more  than  twenty  miles  from  a  navigable  stream 
.commuriicaling  with  this  river. 

The  Allegheny  is  navigable  into  the  state  of  New  York 
150  miles  ;  and  from  that  state  and  the  high  counties  in 
Pennsylvania,  Floats  down  annually  immense  quantities  of 
tihingles,  boards,  planks, scantling,  and  timber,  principally 
pine,  a  part  of  which  lands  at  Pittsburgh, and  the  residue 
descending  the  Ohio  finds  its  ^vay  to  rvL-'.rietta,  Cincinnati, 
and  frequently  to  New  Orleans.  The  Allegheny  with  its 
tiibutavy  btrcams,  has  an  extent  of  navigation  equal  to  that 
of  Conrieciicut  or  Hudson  liver.  From  the  east  it  receives 
Toby's  Creek,  a  large  navig-able  stre?an  separated  from 
the  wesi  branch  of  Susquehanna  by  a  narrow  portage. 
KedbanV:  creek  is  boatable  a  good  distance  up;  the  Kiske- 
minetasi\liich  fiov/ing  through  Somerset,  and  Cambria 
eouutiesl)reakii  through  the  Chesnut  Ridge  and  meets  the 
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Allegheny  river  45  miles  above  Pittsburgh,  it  is  naviga- 
ble 60  miles;  this  river  is  rising  rapidly  in  importance, 
and  will  soon  become  one  of  the  most  valuable  streams  of 
the  interior.  There  are  many  hundred  tons  oiiiron  brought 
^wn  every  year  to  Pittsburgh  from  Huntingdon  and  Csn« 
tre  counties ;  but  what  is  more  important,  the  river  runs 
through  a  part  of  what  may  be  called  the  iron  region  a 
tract  of  country  lately  but  little  thought  of,  but  now  attain- 
ing to  an  incalculable  val^e  and  promising  an  inexhaust- 
ible source  of  wealth  to  western  Pennsylvania. 

From  the  west  the  Allegheny  receives  French  creek 
f(nd  Conewango,  which  flows  from  the  C^iatauque  lake  in 
the  state  of  New  York.  The  Monongahelais  the  secotKl 
great  river  which  runs  through  western  PennsUvania.  It 
flows  in  a  southwestern  direction  from  the  interior  of  Vir- 
gtijia  to  Pittsburgh  and  receives  in  its  course  Cheat  river 
and  the  Yough,  from  the  east.  It  is  navigable  to  a  great 
distance  :  the  territory  of  the  Monongahtla  and  Yough  is 
already  thickly  inhabited,  and  is  capable  of  supporting  a 
population  as  dense  and  probably  more  so  than  any  pjit 
^f  the  United  States,  It  abounds  throughout  with  pit 
coal  and  limestone,  and  includes  an  extensive  portion  cf 
the  iron  region. 

The  counties  of  *>Va^hington,  Fayette,  We stmoi' eland. 
Indiana,  Armstrong,  I^utler,  Reaver,  and  Allegheny,  are 
3.11  literally  full  of  coal,  and  by  digging?,  few  feet  ami  sonic* 
limes  without  digging,  almost  every  family  may  have  a  pit 
at  their  own  door.  It  lies  so  near  the  surface  as  to  be  laid 
bare  by  the  wearing  d  own  of  the  roads  and  the  v/ashing  of 
gullies  and  spring  I'unis.  This  is  also  a  limestone  ronn- 
try,  and  the  observations  relative  to  pit  ccal  apply  v.  irhout 
exception  to  this  great  resource  of  agriculture  and  msnu- 
fartures.  It  is  found  in  tlie  iiills  and  valiies,  is  seen  above, 
and  may  be  discovered  l.elow  the  surface  of  the  ground  on 
every  farm.  Sulphat  of  lime  (plaster  of  Paris)  which  is 
imported  from  Nova  Scotia  to  this  country  on  the  seaboard 
has  been  discovered  in  inexhaustible  qnanies  in  the  town- 
ship of  Eilsworlh  in  the  str^.te  oCO'iio,  within  eighty  miles 
of  Pittsburgh,  and  but  a  s'lort  dis^nnce  from  a  navigable 
stream  communicating  with  it.  This  plaster  has  under- 
gone a  chymica^  analysis,  and  is  s?.idto  be  equal  to  any  in 
the  world.  I  have  been  informed  that  discoveries  of  plas- 
ter have  been  made  in  Buller  county  but  cannot  vouch  for 
tl>e  truth  of  it.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it^' 
willbeJound  in  abundance  near  Pittsburgh. 
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Bnt  a  rcsoijx'-rc  of  still  greater  RTag-niUKje  is  now  brought 
to  .light,  and  this  ariicie  "ivhich  some  18  cr  20  years  ago 
■vias  transported'  frciTi  the  scabord  across  the  Allegheny 
n>cunt,air;s,  afterM'ards  nam  the  Onondaga  Lake  in  the 
state  of  Nevv  York,  and  latterly  from  the  Kenh:..wa  in  Vir* 
■gii.ia,  is  now  nianiirucLured  among  eursclves.  About  30 
'siii.'cB  northeast  of  Pittsburgh  on  thcniargin  of  the  Kiske?. 
"  niinett^s, on  Cenemaugh  river,  a  navig-abie  branch  of  {hi 
^A^e{vben}^a  bod;,  of  salt  water  has  been  discovered  nearly 
HF.  r.t^'ong  as  ])ruiC  arid  .^iulTiciem'ly  large  to  furnish  salt  for 
a  a:ii?fon  of  Thbari^ni^.ts  It  commences  about  K  mile  and 
u  b  lit  rlc  ve  'Ac  mouth  of  Loyaihana  creek  and  extends  up^ 
t^  -t  Mvcr  G^'i  clh  «}de?o  neri'ir  the  same  distance,  Wil- 
Iftipi.ttynnstcifjtiv^l.'in'vi^ljio'se  enteypri^^e  deserves  to  be  held-

v'-.Tf!  T.us  .vtriici;.  No  sooner  v/as  tUe  anger  witlsdrawn 
ihan  the  salt  water  spouted  6  or  8  iWit  into  the  air.  A 
copper  tube  ^v?.s  then  procured,  rnd  snnk  so  deep  as  to 
C-xclude  the  fresh  water,  and  the  salt  water  received  ill- 
'«ro''  d'-n  tnbcsand  conducted  under  the  suiFace  of  the  boacli 
10  a  l--!c;c  rc^er-'oir  at  the  b;:nk  of  the  river.  As  soon  as 
tnvp.arcs  cO'itd  be  erected  the  operation  of  boiling  sa;t< 
\.'  .£'.  con'ucnced.  The  want  of  experience  however  oc- 
ca;/i./ned  a  great  deal  of  nsclcss  e:?pense  in  erecting  and 
cariying  on  tlie  works,  ^vood  was  used  for  fuel  and  the 
salt  was  boiled  in  iron  kettles.  It  was  soon  found  that- 
I..;L':e  shallow  pans  made  of  sheet  copper  or  rolled  iron 
would  evaporate  more  vt^aler  than  kettles,  and  that  great:' 
expense  v/ould  be  saved  in  the  use  of  coal.  Since  that  pe- 
riod several  wells  have  been  bored  along  the  river  and  in 
almost  every  instance  salt  water  found  in  abundance. 
Four  hrgc  establishments  are  now  erected  and  in  opera- 
tion, yielding  each  from  25  to  50  bushelsaday;  two  or  three 
others  will  be  completed  in  a  few  montiis,  and  should  the 
proprietors  receive  that  encouragement  to  which  they  are 
cmincr;tly  entitled,  they  m -.y  in  the  course  of  two  years 
have  a  li))e  of  works,  on  each  side  of  the  river,  which  vrill 
produce  100  barrels  of  salt  per  day.     The   facilities  of 
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making  it  are  altogether  e>:trfioidinary.  On  the  southeast 
side  of  the  river  the  hill  rises  with  an  abrupt  ascent  to  the 
height  of  200  feet,  leaving  barely  room  iV^r  a  road  and  the 
necessary  buildings  between  its  base  and  the  river.  On 
this  side  four  wells  are  bored  and  two  establishments  al- 
ready in  operation.  At  a  little  distance  above  the  road  a 
thick  stratum  of  co"l  runs  aioDg  the  lull  into  which  a  pit  is 
opened  at  each  of  the  v/orks  and  the  coal  thrown  down  an 
inclined  plane  of  boards,  placed  lerigth  wise  from  its  mouth 
to  the  furnace. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  river  the  country  rises  with  an 
easy  ascent,  and  the  coal  is  hauled  over  a  descending 
j^round  the  distance  of  eight  or  ten  rods  from  the  works. 
The  mines  of  this  invaluable  fuel  on  both  sides  of  the  riv- 
er are  immense  and  will  never  be  exhausted.  The  ex- 
ponse  of  making  salt  averages  50  cents  a  bushel,  and  with 
the  improvements  daily  making  in  its  manufacture  it  is 
expected  v.'ili  soon  be  reduced'  to  forty.  The  depth  of  the 
wells -varies,  from  180  to  325  feet,  and  the  deepest  afford, 
the  largest  supplies  of  water.  They  are  generally  bored 
at  the  bank  of  the  river,  and  the  salt  vrater  rises  through 
the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  v/hich  is  sunk  several  feet  in 
tbe  rock.  Within  this,  one  or  tv/o  pumps  are  placed,  wdiicii 
are  worked  by  a  horse  and  the  v.  itter  distributed  through- 
out the  works.  The  force  v/ith  which  it  is  expelled  from 
the  bowels  of  the  earth  can  hardly  be  conceived.  It  ap- 
pears to  find  its  usual  level  6  or  8  feet  above  the  low  wa- 
ter mark  of  the  river  :  at  certain  pericds  it  is  visibly  inter- 
mittent, rising  two  ©r  three  feet  above  its  level  and  then 
subsiding  as  fur  below  it.  In  some  instances  it  has  appa- 
rently ceased  boiling  for  several  minutes,  and  then  returned 
with  astoriishing  violence,  bursting  through  the  water  in 
the  rescrvoii'  several  feet  in  ciepth.  with  great  fmy.  It 
appears  to  be  highly  impregnated  vvithan  infiainmable  gas 
(liydrogen  I  presumej)  which  will  burn  in  the  r^^servoir 
with  a  brilliant  flame. 

The  situation  of  the  Cunemaugh  salt  v/orki^^is  singular- 
ly advantageous;  in  the  heart  of  an  agricultural  country 
feist  improving,  and  onabeauiiliil  stream  navigable  unless 
in  periods  of  very  low  water,  from  a  considerable  distance 
above,  to  Pittsburgh,  and  withal  the  great  high  way  for  the 
ti^ansportation  of  wrought  iron  and  castings  from  Centre, 
Huntingdon, Somerset,  Westmoreland,  and  Indlanna couu» 
ties. 
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Iron  ore  is  ToimkI  throughout  the  whole  of  Western 
PcDnsylvania,  but  not  in  all  places  in  sufficient  quantities 
to  admit  of  the  erection  of  firnaces.  On  IJeavcr  creek  32 
miles  from  Pittsburgh  there  is  a  Fiirnace  and  Forge.  On 
■several  of  the  streams  received  by  the  Allegheny  river 
from  the  northwest  large  ore  banks  are  found,  which  will 
liereafter  supply  extensive  establishments.  Bat  all  these 
are  extremely  diminutive  compared  with  the  hidden  wealth 
tliat  lies  in  what  may  be  called  the  iron  region.  This  ex* 
fends  from  the  line  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  to  the  north- 
^-n  t6rmii>ation  of  the  Allegheny  hills  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  includes  the  Laurel  hill  and  Chesnut  ridge;  in  the 
small  county  of  F^^yettc  there  are  already  twelve  furnaces- 
and  nearly  as  many  forges  in  operation.  In  Westmoreland, 
whicli  adjoins,  there  arc  7  Furnaces  and  2  Forges.  In 
Somerset,  several  more.  These  counties  lie  between  the 
Conemaugh  and  Alleglieny  rivers,  and  are  divided  by  the 
Yough  which  is  also  navigable.  It  would  be  impossible 
ii)  a  mere  sketch  to  give  any  tolerable  idea  of  the  resour- 
ces of  Western  Pennsylvania  in  the  article  of  iron.  It  is 
'believed  no  part  of  the  world  has  the  same  material  in 
%  real  or  ah  unci  ;■.  i  i  ce . 

With  respect  to  the  agriculture  of  this  part  of  the  Uni- 
ted  States,  the  prospects  nrc  highly  jm^iting.  The  face 
of  the  coumry  except  in  tjie  northern  part  may  be  said  to 
he  uneven  but  is  75ot  broken  by  precipitous  and  rugged 
J^ills.  To  tl\e  eye  of  the  traveller  no  country  can  be 
jTiore  beau''ful,  th»\n  the  counties  of  Fayette  and  Wash- 
ington. The  hills  without  a  stone,  are  scattered  promj^- 
cuou'dy  around,  and  covered  by  a  deep  rich  soil.  In  ma- 
■ky  places  the  undergrowth  of  timber  appears  to  have  been 
cfestroyed,  an:l  the  cattle  range  as  in  a  lai-ge  meadov/j 
ieediiiiT  b -neath  the  stade  of  the  trees.  In  others  the 
'Gounlfy  is  opened,  lar^^^*  fL,rms  spread  out  before  yoi?^^ 
and  the  round  hiils  arc  smooth  and  green  to  their  tops'. 
-No  country  unites  j?-.  eater  advantages  of  tillage  and  graz- 
4'\g,  accordingly  wciind  vast  cpiantiiics  of  Hour  made,  and 
till  lately  c.  ported  to  distant  parts  of  the  world  :  cattle 
5ve  raistrd  in  immense  numbers,  and  sent  in  droves  to  the 
'Atlantic  maiket.  or  sold  at  Pittsburgh  and  the  great  man- 
ti^icturing  estabii^Jiaj^ents  lately  erected  in  the  western 
eouiitry.  "  The  merino  sh.eep  Jias  now  become  a  i.afive  a- 
monir  us  and  no  pjft  of  the  world  is  betki^r  Jidapted  to,the 
raisinjr  of  this  vaUiubic  aniipai. 
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As  you  approach  the  Lake,  the  hills  gradually  subsPiC 
and  the  country  becomes  level.  This  is  emphatically  the 
land  for  grazing,  and  the  dairy.  The  people  of  the  east- 
ward, attracted  by  these  prospects,  are  migrating  to  it  and- 
will  ma  short  time,  render  it  valuable.  The  article  of 
cheese,  which  is  now  brought  from  New  Connecticut,  a 
beautiful  territory  lying  south  of  lake  Erie,  is  sold  in  Pitts- 
burgh for  between  12  aiid  23  dollars  a  hundred  weight. 

The  prices  of  all  sorts  of  grain  and  beef  have  for  the  lasf- 
fev/ years  risen  in  consequence  of  the  tide  of  emigration 
from  the  eastern  to  the  vv**?  tern  states  and  the  increased 
transportation  of  merchandise  from  the  seabard.  Not- 
withstanding the  abundance  of  the  crops  of  oats  last  year 
fmany  farmers  raising  from  1  to  5000  bushels)  the  coun- 
try was  exhausted  early  in  the  spring  ;  and  the  price  of 
oats  rose  from  40  the  lowest  price  to  100  cents  a  bushel;  the 
prices  of  beef  and  pork  are  never  less  than  eight  cents  a 
pound  in  market,  and  flour  fluctuates  from  5  to  8  dollars 
a  barrel.  The  growth  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  the 
erection  of  Furnaces,  Forges,  Glass  Woiks,  Paper  Mills, 
and  other  manufactming  establishments  in  the  older  coun- 
ties of  Western  Pennsylvania,  have  created  markets  for 
the  produce  of  the  farmer  near  his  own  door.  Indeed  this 
recent  country  is  already  attaining  to  that  state  of  comfort 
and  independence  which  arises  from  the  mutual  exchange 
of  labour  among  ourselves  without  a  dependence  on  for- 
eign countries.  Let  those  honest  but  wrong-headed  op- 
ponents of  internal  manufactures,  who  contend  for  the  pre- 
ference of  a  foreign  market  because  it  is  cheaper,  visit 
Western  Pennsylvania.  They  will  find  the  agriculture 
of  this  country  more  lucrative  than  in  the  old  Atlantic  states, 
because  the  farmer  has  a  nearer  and  better  market.  In- 
stead of  waiting  on  the  capiice  of  European  tyrants  or  the 
decrees  of  a  colonial  governor;  we  go  to  the  manufac- 
turing establishments  among  ourselves  and  feed  the  thou- 
sands who  give  us  their  labour  or  their  money  in  return. 
It  is  a  fact  known  to  every  man  in  this  country  that  our 
manufactures  have  already  more  than  doubled  the  value  of 
real  property. 

At  Pittsburgh,  we  reach  the  coniuence  of  the  Alleghe- 
ny and  Monongahcla  rivers,  above  described,  conveying 
the  produce  of  distant  territories  to  the  head  of  the  Ohio. 
jFrom  its  geographical  position  alone  t  would  be  regard- 
ed as  the  great  ernporiutn  of  we  stern  commerce.  But  it 
has  advaiitages  which  do  not  b^elong  to  any  town  in  the  iH- 
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terior  of  the  United  States,  and  are  scarcely  equalled  by 
any  part  of  the  world  It  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  a 
country  abounding  throuj;hout  with  exhaustless  mines  of 
coal.  The  hills  of  the  Monongahela  and  Allegheny  have 
from  one  to  three  strata  of  coal  above  the  level  of  the  rivers. 
As  you  recede  from  those  streams,  it  is  found  on  almost  ev- 
ery farm,  and  in  many  places  forms  the  beds  of  creeks  and 
rivulets  for  miles.  The  cheapness  of  coal  has  already 
brought  manufactures  and  wealth  to  Pittsburgh.  A  per- 
son standing  on  a  neighbouring  hill  who  should  for  the 
^rsttime  see  the  houses  obscured  by  the  clouds  of  smoke 
from  our  Glass  Avoiks,  our  Steam  engines,  and  our  foun- 
dries, would  imagine  himself  in  the  vicinity  of  a  volcano, 
and  that  the  bowels  of  the  earth  were  consuming  with  sub- 
terranean fires.  Some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  wealth 
and  industry  of  this  place,  when  it  is  mentioned  that  it 
works  up  five  thousand  tons  of  iron  in  a  year.  I  shall  con- 
clude by  adding  a  list  of  the  prices  current  in  our  market.

IMPROVEMENTS    THROUGH    THE    WESTERN    COUNTRY. 

This  subject  has  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Magazine  Almanack,  since  its  com- 
Tnencement  in  1304.  As  a  summary  notice  of  facts  rela- 
tive to  the  improvements  of  the  western  country  appear  to 
be  read  with  pleasure,  by  all  classes  in  society,  we  shall 
make  it  our  business  to  collect  as  much  information  on 
this  head,  for  each  year's  Almanack,  as  opportunities  tor 
obtaining  the  necessary  materials  will  allow. 

Pittsburgh  being  the  most  considerable  manufacturing 
town  west  of  the  mountains  we  shall  commence  this  art!- 
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a'ichy  cnntmsimg  its  present  siltiation  Vr'iih  that  of  former 
years  ;  from  which  a  tolerable  just  view  can  be  had  of  the 
vegiilar  state  of  progression  it  has  undergone  to  arrive  ?^t 
its  present  flourisning  condition. 

The  progress  of  tiis  western  coar^try,  may  bo  said  to 
have  kept  pace  with  that  of  Pittsbui'irh,  prettv  generally  5 
so  that  the  improvements  through  this  vast  aiid  beautiful 
country  are  by  no  means  local,  for  benevolent  nature  z^- 
pears  not  to  have  negleeted  any  section  of  it.  IF  a  part  of 
the  country  appear  hilly,  barren,  and  unfit  for  agricultural 
improvements,  it  rar-eif  happens  that  stscha  spot  does  not 
contain  Zxfr  abundarxe  of  iron  ore  or  stone  coal,  tcigether 
With  one  or  more  eKceilent  mill  seats,  which,  from  it^i  coh- 
tiguity  to  some  na^-i^^-able  stream,  that  iniersects  every 
part  of  the  country,  must  in  the  course  of  time  as  populgi- 
lion  inci  eases,  become  one  of  the  iiiost  agreeable,  indepet»> 
dent  and  opulent  parts  of  the  union.  No  country  is  sus- 
eeptibie  of  more  elegant  improvements,  from  its  natural 
advantages;  eccentric  nature  has  donejier  part, and  left  no- 
ihinf^  but  the  artificial  ornaments  (<)V  ir:an  to  perform.  Re^ 
-mote  from  rn^  din  i.ix^z.v  u;;d  1:^  huriii  co^n5<niitnni^i  wa 
fest  in  perfect  ease  ana  securUy.  With,  the  option  ot  go- 
itng'  abroad  to, share  its  laurels  or  revel  at  home  in  ea&$ 
and  plenty. 

From,  a  statement  cf  the  number  of  difterent  kinds  of 
trades,  stores,  S:c.  which  Pittsburgh  co^itained,  in  ISOT, 
it  appears  that  most  of  the  impcitant  !)ranches  of  manu^ 
factories  have  dovibled  their  numbers  or  amount  of  manu- 
facture, and  many  have  much  more  th'^n  doubled.

And  a  Screv/  Manufactory,  which  fur- 
nishes  all  kinds  of  large  Screws,  such  as  for  Rolling  and- 
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Slitting  MilIs,Paper Mills, Fuller's  and  tobacco',  Miilston«^ 
Screws,  Sec.  &c.

The  number  of  wagons  employed  in  hawling  goods  from 
the  eastward  to  this  place,  besides  many  that  discharge 
their  loads  at  Brownsville,  and  other  places  is  greater  thaia  • 
will  be  by  many  believed,  though  it  is  a  fact  nevertheless  ^;, 
Mr.  Alexander  Thompsofi  within  a  few  miles  of  this  placey 
living  on  the  Turnpike,  has  politely  favoured  us  with  the 
number  of  waggons  which  ha?e  passed  and  repassed  his 
house,  in  the  year  of  1815.^— They  amounted  to  1 1800,  all 
subject  to  pay  toll.     It  is  this  that  gives  so  much  busines^^ 
to  so  many  extensive  ware  houses.-

1816  There  are  several  of  the  above,  besides  the  larg^- 
Manufactory  owfjed  by  Messrs.  Stackpole  8c  Whiting, 
which  k(  ep  lO  Machines  for  heading  and  cutting  and  one 
brad  cutter  ;  by  which  they  are  enabled  to  manufacture 
the  enormous  amount  of  400  tons  of  nails  and  brads  per  an- 
num, and  could  m?ke  more  did  their  sales  require  it. 

1807    Thero  weie  no  steam  engines  employed  here. 

1816.  There  aro  two  driving  grist  mills — one  in  the 
nail  factory — one  used  iu  a  paper  mill — one  in  a  saw  mill; 
and  three  others  applied  to  different  purposes — 8  in  all. 

The  increase  of  houses  ?.nd  population  has  likewise  been 
very  great,  within  a  few  years.  In  1810  the  number  of 
dwelling  houses  was  767-i~total  number  of  souls  4740—  . 
making  a  little  more  than  six  soute  to  a  house.  And  in 
1813  the  number  of  houses  was  958,  and  a  population  [if 
we  take  the  number  of  souls  to  a  house  as  were  in  181C, 
which,  agreeably  to  a  return  made  of  the  population  by 
the  deputy  marshall  of  this  district  was  correct]  of  6000 
souls. 

In  1816  the  number  of  houses  in  Pittsburgh  and  its 
suburbs  amounted  to  1303,  which,  by  the  same  proportion 
to  a  house  as  in  1 8 1 0,  made  a  population  of  8000 ;  making 
a  difference  in  the  space  of  six  years  of  536  housed,  and 
32.60  souls. , 
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The  BRIDGES  over  the  rivers  Monongahela  and  jM- 
^egheny  will  be  commenced  in  the  summer  of  18  IT.    The 
bwilding  is  contracted  for  by  a  gentleman  from  the  east- 
ward, of  the  name  of  Johnston. 

They  will  be  thrown  over  on  the  plan  furnished  by  Mr. 
Wernwag,  resident  in  the  neighborhood  of  Philadelphia ; 
who  has  given  a  handsome  specimen  of  his  abilities,  in  a 
bridge  which  crosses  the  Delaware  some  distance  above 
Philadelphia.  Bridges  have  been  long  wanted  over  those 
two  beautiful  rivers; — the  engageinent  is  to  complete  the 
first  in  3  years,  and  the  other  in  6  months  after.  The  spirit 
evinced  by  the  public  on  this  occasion  is  highly  laudable; 
and  the  liberality  shewn  by  the  state  legislature,  who  have 
granted  the  sum  of  S  40,000  to  each  bridge,  shews  that- 
they  do  not  want  discernment,  nor  a  proper  idea  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  western  country.  The  Monongahela 
bridge  will  cost  S  i  lOyOQ©,  and  the  Allegheny  bridge 
S  100,000. 

Steam  boats  still  continue  to  be  bmlt  hei'e,  though  not 
on  so  extensive  a  scale  as  some  time  since.  The  unfor- 
tunate death  oi  Mr.  Fulton,  that  celebrated  engineer  of 
New  York,  will  give  a  check  to  that  important  establish- 
ment in  this  quarter.  The  recent  losses  of  that  enterpris- 
ing comj)any  '[Messrs.  Fulton  Sc  Livingston]  is  to  be  re- 
gretted. The  New  Orleans  steam  boat,  the  first  that  was 
built  herq  by  tliem,  sunk  some  time  ago  in  the  Mississippi. 
They  had  come  to  anchor  for  the  night,  unfortunately  the 
rivQr  was  falling,  and  she  settled  on  the  limb  of  a  tree  that 
lay  sunk  in  the  water,  which  pierced  a  hole  through  her 
bottom,  and  caused  her  to  sink.  A  new  one  was  immedi- 
ately built,  and  the  macliinery  of  the  eld  one  placed  in  her, 
assuming  also  the  same  name.  But  a  much  heavier  loss 
-was  sustained  by  the  same  individuals,  from  an  accident 
which  befel  the  Vesuvius,  by  which  she  was  entirely  de- 
stroyed, together  with  a  valuable  cargo  of  merchandise,  to 
the  amount  of  S  20O,O0u;  she  had  started  on  her  voyage  a 
lew  miles,  and  returned  again  to  take  fresh  start  in  the 
morning.  At  midnight  she  was  discovered  to  be  on  fir^ 
while  lying  at  anchor  opposite  New  Orleans,  and  was  en- 
tirely consumed  to  the  vv^ater  surface,  with  her  cargo  on 
board  The  cause  of  the  fire  was  accidental.  This  hap^ 
pened  in  July  1816. 

Notwithstanding  those  heavy  losses,  the  ardor  of  our  ci- 
tizens is  not  lessened  in  this  new  and  highly  important 
aiode  of  navigating.  The  Franklin  steam  boat  of  140  tons 
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[1816]  engiue  nr.xdQ  by  W.  Aithurfc,  on  his  ^ew  plan.  Tffe 
Buffalo  steam  boat  500  ton  burden^  is  Jjow  ruiibliing,  an^ 
wiii  shoitly  be  ready  to  make  a  trip. 

The  biiildmf^  of  steam  boats  is  not  confined  to  Pitts- 
burgh alone—  two  liave  been  built  at  Brownsville  on  the 
Ivionongahela,  one  at  Wheeling,  [yhe  Washington].  At 
Loi!isvil:c,  fails  of  Ohio,  K.  a  conipany  is  ibrmed  to  build 
what  boats  may  be  required  for  tiie  commerce  of  tlvat  place. 
They  have  already  commenced  one,  and  as  Louisville  will 
form  the  grand  point  of  exporting  and  iiiiporti.g  to  the 
country  east  and  west  of  it,  the  number  necessary  will  be 
considerable,  v/hich  vvill  render  the  building  of  steani  boats 
f»n  important  object  in  that  cjuarter. 

IMauy  more  arc  no  doubt  building  at  other  places  on  the 
Ohio.  By  the  following  extract  from  the  '•'  Steubenville 
Herald"  it  v>^iU  be  seen  that  this  important  business  is  nol 
confined  to  the  large  towns  on  the  river  only. 

"At  Glenn's  Run,  6  mil«s  below  Warrentown,  and  20 
miles  from  SieubenvilJe,  a  steam  boat  is  building  for  a 
company  in  Pittsburgh  :  She  measures  120  feet  on  deck, 
she  will  cost  5000  dollars  for  the  vessel,  and  8000  dollars 
for  the  machinery,  ahd  will  carry  70  tons  exclusive  of  her 
steam  works.  She  is  to  be  launched  in  3  weeks,  and  is 
intended  for  the  river  trade  between  Pittsburgh  and  tlje 
falls  of  Ohio.  Kext  season  tvv^o  other  steam  L»oats  of  a 
much  larger  size  will  be  built  at  the  same  place,  hitended 
for  the  Mississippi,  to  complete  a  line  from  LoiiisviUe  to 
Natchez  and  New  Orleans.  Those  two  boats,  it  is  said* 
will  be  170  feet  on  deck,  and  supposed  to  cost  exclusive 
of  the  machinery,  15)000  dollars  each,  before  they  leave  the 
yard  at  Glenn's  run. 

"On  Glenn's  run  are  several  saw  mills,  grist  mills,  and 
a  fulling  mill.  Tns  steam  boat  now  on  the  stOA':k3  is  said 
tQ  be  on  a  much  superior  model  than  the  Enterprise— she 
is  to  be  worked  by  side  wheels,  and  not  on  French's  plai^ 
by  the  wheels  in  the  stern  ;  and  calculated  to  draw  iejis 
v/ater  than  tlie  Enterprise." 

A  small  boat  has  likev/ise  been  built  at  Hendersoh  K. 
engine  and  other  machinery  made  by  a  Mr.  Prentis,  for- 
merly of  Piiiiadelphia.  She  pei  fornied  one  trip  to  this 
place  in  the  summer  of  1816 — she  is  called  the  *'  Pike." 
Thus  we  see  this  mode  of  inland  navigation  rapidly  advan- 
cing to  a  state  zr  the  greate-t  peifection,  Uiider  fne  foster- 
ing protection  of  the  couDtry  thr»t  gave  birth  to  so  iiupm- 
lant  an  Invention. 
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Manufactures  of  all  anicles  for  which  we  hr.ve  ths 
taw   materials,  and   \yhere  manual  iabuiir  can  be  over- 
■Come  by  machinery,  succeecl  vveli  here,  as  also  in  all  otner 
parts  of  the  country ;  but  \>here  we  have  to  comp::te  with 
the  foreign  importation   of  such  manufacturcb  as  require 
many  hands,  we  again  flat",  and  are  compeiied  to  throw 
up  many  important  establishments  that  were  pctfectcd 
during  the  war;  which  ruins  thousands,  and  damps  that 
■ardour  ot  emulation  that  was  excited  by  the  saccess  that 
attended  their  labors  and  enterprise.     The  want  of  pro- 
tecting duties  on   all  articles  wc   could   manufacture  in 
quantities  exceeding  cur  own  wants,  will  throvv  us  back 
many    yeai-s  in    mecbarsical  improvements.     Wiiat  is  it 
•  that  brings  forth  the  iatenc  and  iiidden  g3nius  of  our  coun- 
trymen ?  It  is  the  prospect  of  an  ample  reward  for  their 
indefatigable  researches  after  inventions  that  would  be 
-i:^seful  to  society  :  unfortunately  there  are  no  such  pros- 
pects of  reward   held  out.     Europe  has  an   overgrown 
population  dependant  on  their  daiiy  labour,  who  scarcely 
mjike  a  subsistence,  and  only  live  to  support  the  favour" 
itescfa  corrupt  c^-overnment ;  whereas  were  they  depriv- 
ed of  such  an  extensive  market  as  our  country  aiibrds,  it 
would  produce  a  rapid  emigration  to  oi:r  shores,  and  ia^ 
troduce  among  us  artizans  of  ail  descriptions,  w'ho  in  con- 
junction with  our  enterprising  and  spirited  citizens,  would 
render  us  entirely  independent  of  ail  foreign  commodities-. 
Tills  can  on'y  be  affected  by  laying  sufficient  duties  on  all 
importations,  except  on  such  articles,  as  we  have  not  the 
materiais  for  manufacturing  ;  regardless  of  the  general 
commotion,  it  would  create  in  the  mercantile  line,  which 
would  be  of  but  short  duration  ;  for  findi'ig  their  wealth 
no  longer  of  service  in  foreign  speculation,  they  would  be 
obliged   to  turn  tlieir  attention  to  agriculture  or  manu- 
factures; which  v.'onld  produce  in  its  elTec'cs,  the  motto  we 
SQ  justly  prize. — "  Virtue,  Liberty,  and  Independence;** 
to  which  might  be  added,  *'  Peace  and  Plenty." — The  fol- 
lowing statement  of  the  change  experienced  by  the  over* 
whelming  torrents  of  foreign  importation,  produced  by 
peace,  and  consequently,  the  free  access  to  our  mn.rkef, 
with  the  preceding  year,  in  one  of  the  woollen  man v* fa ct-oo 
lies  of  this  place,  shews  the  paralizing  effects  of  mercaa- 
tile  speculation  on  t]:ie  manufacturing  estub'lsh'uents.  The 
effects  produced  by  it,  wiii  doubtless  be  the  same,  in  e-very 
part  of  ^iC  country.

By  the  first  statement,  we  see  that  the  number  of  hands 
is  lessened  one  half,  in  consequence  of  peace  and  a  want 
of  sufficient  duties,  lo  enable  the  manufacturer,  to  sell  dt 
a  price  Avilh  the  in;portcd  cuticles  ;  nor  does  this  affect 
bim  alone,  what  is  to  become  of  the  worthy  and  patriotic 
agriculturalist,  who  has  at  an  enormous -expense  pur- 
ciiased  merli:o  sheep,  to  b;;tter  the  breed  of  the  common 
kind  ;  does  he  woiit  inciiriO  woo^,  for  his  own  wear?  no, 
why  then  difVhe  l-viy  tlicm  ?  Li  expectation  of  finding 
a  market  for  his  wool,  in  the  clelh  factories  of  his  coun- 
try. So  we  behold  the  attention  of  our  citizens  turned  to 
other  speculations;  our  manrtfacturing  establishments 
l^roken  up  ;  banks  springir'ji;  up  in  every  seciior*  of  the 
country  like  niushrocrns.  anr!  Avitl;  as  little  stamina;  and 
to  correct  this  evil,  a  n-iticnai  bank,  having  a  capical  of 
^3;>,000)000  is  e  Uaidishecl !  which  governmental  hydri, 
will  augment  and  secure  the  infiuence  of  a!?  aristocracy 
and  not  a  little  imp  :ir  ihe  liberiies  of  the  people.  OthtM- 
e^tabHshmei-its  in  the  vv-ooilen  and  cotton  line  are  not  only 
dwindling  a'.vay,  but  are  entirely  given  up,  by  tlie  propri- 
etors, fi;r  the  causes  above  u'f  ulion-  d. 

An  institution  highly  lu.u'.  i-sle  to  th-^  undertaker:,,.  h?s 
been  recently  ciitab'i^hed  in  thi;-;  pJhcc  for  the  instruction 
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Cifoung  females,  whose  prtrents  cannot  afford  tbem  i^^ 
j.roper  education.  Tiie  school  consists  of  seventy  schol-' 
i'Ts,  under  the  superintcndance  of  a  Miss  Coles.  The 
cleanliiicss,  and  good  order  of  the  scht<l;.rs.  r'-^].;cts  the 
liighest  honour  on  their  tutores:-  The  m  ,n  ■j;;.:mcnt  of 
t::e  school, is  left  to  a  certain  number  c-f  \<'-\ng:  h.dics,  in 
the  character  of  tru5tees,.M  lio  in  the-r  turn  devote  a  day  to 
assist  ihe  mistress,  as  the  number  of  j.cholar;,  is  too  grer.t 
fvrthe  attention  of  oae  person  only.  The  expense  of 
tills  very  interesting-  institution,  is  defrayed  by  voluntary 
sijbscription  made  by  the  females  of  the  town. 

Miglit  not  the  attention  of  our  male  part  of  society  be 
attracted  to  a  similar  object,  for  the  instruction  of  boys. 
How  many  a  bright  genius  lays  hid  under  a  g.irb  of  low 
Llackguard,  street  education.  A  proper  education,  only, 
can  give  a  polish  to  the  mind,  and  ivake  the  patriotic 
tnd  virtuous  citizen.  In  our  endeavour  to  accomplish, 
this  objectj  we  would  derive  the  very  important  beneiii 
cfkce  )inq:the  streets  clear  of  a  nuisance  to  all  stranc^eis 
tnd  persons  fond  of  moralitj ,  that  of  tl^e  most  impious 
blasphemy  and  total  disregard  of  civility  and  goocl  beha- 
viour.-

Giass  hcuses  are  becoming  numerous,  and  will  in  the 
OGuriiw  cT  a  v^v  years  aiTord  a  staple  for  tralllc,  v/iih  other 
parts  oi  ihe  ui^icr,  and  not  unlikslyi  fbr  furcign  markets^ 
/til  the  materials  for  glass  making,  abound  spontaneously 
ihrouglithe  western  country,  and  of  the  best  qur^lity.  A 
ghiHs  house  is  now  erecting  at  the  niouih  of  Redstone 
creek  on  the  Monongahela,  a  mile  below  Brownsville,  by 
.Samuel  Jackson.  One  at  Perryopolis,  li';e',yise  on  the 
Mononsrahela  ;  a  row  one  has  been  lately  built  at  Brook 
C.  H.  VIr.  one  is  building  at  ZAP.csviile  on  the  IMuskin- 
gum/Slate  of  Ohio ;  and  one  is  built  at  Lirne  .tone,  K- 
and  one  at  Cinciinv.ui ;  making  (in  addition  to  those  now 
built  and  enumerated,  in  former  Nos,  of  the  Magazine 
Ahnanack)  fourteen  gre^^n  and  white  glass  houses,  in  this 
section  of  the  country.  Almost  all  those  have  been  built 
ivithin  4  or  5  years. 

At  Stcubcn-ville  they  have  got  their  manufactory  of 
oloth  in  full  operation,  and  have  produced  handsome  spe- 
ciiiicnsof  that  article. 

The  Paper  Mill  ot  Messrs.  Scott  and  Bayless  is  like* 
"wise  in  complete  operation,  with  three  vats.  This  town 
is  in  a  nourishing  condition  \  ivs  Impvovennents  and  pop*:- 


b*ion  are  increasing-  beyond  thttt  of  most  other  towns  In 
the  western  country,  wliich  is  greaily  assisted  by  the  en- 
terprise and  iiUerality  of  its  citizens. 

IVheeiing  has  far  many  years  been  On  a  stand,  but  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe  it  will  resuscitate,  as  the  great 
Wesiein  Tunrpike  road  will  pass  through  it,  which  may 
e>:cite  a  spirit  of  industry  and  emulation  ia  its  citizens  that 
appears  to  have  Iain  dormant  for  some  time  past.  This 
ougbt  to  be  a  fldurishing  town  ;  there  is  not  a  more  advan- 
tageous situation  for  commercial  transaction,  on  the  river 
Ohio.  It  stands  at  the  head  of  navigation  in  the  low  wa- 
ter; for  above  it  boats  cannot  easily  ascendj  v.hen  the  river 
is  in  tliat  stage,  and  the  distance  is  vciy  little  more  to  it 
iVom  the  eastward  than  to  Pittsburgh. 

Cin'innati  continues  to  llourish,  aird  must  in  time  be- 
coine  a  great  place.  For  an  account  of  its  improvements 
in  manufactures,  we  copy  an  extract  fxom  a  paper  publish- 
ed at  that  place:    ■ 

.''  As  this  town  is  older  than  the  surrounding  country,  it 
Ins  at  no  time  had  a  surplus  of  labeling  population  or  of 
capital.  The  former  have  been  required  to  assist  in  cleav- 
ing ar.d  improving  the  wilde^Dei^s;  the  Luter  has  been 
invested  in  lands,  which  fiom  their  low  price  auJ  certain 
rise,  have' held  out  to  capitalists  a  powerful  inducement. 
The  conditions  which  are  said  to  constitute  the  basis  of 
nv-nufactu:-ingestabli^«hnients,  have  not,  therefore,  exist- 
ed ii]  ti;e  same  CQ^vte  as  if  the  town  ha:l  been  younger 
ihaii  the  r. d joining  country.  Notwitiistr.nding  this,  some 
progress  i;as  been  made,  as  will  appear  f:om  the  foilow- 
iig  sketch,  which  embraces  the  manufactures  most  wor- 
tiiy  of  notice. 

Ciiicinnati  has  no  iron  foundry;  but  it  is  well  supplied 
■with  blacksmiths,  v/ho  fabricate  in  a  neat  and  substantial 
iTianner,  every  article  which  those  tradesmen  usually 
make,  and  many  others  v.  hich  itsualiy  belong  to  the  white- 
smitls.  Several  shops  are  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of 
GUt  and  wrought  nails,  which  are  made  in  sufficient  quan- 
tities for  the  town  and  adjacent  settlements.  Stills,  tea 
kettles  and  other  vessels  of  copper,  wiih  a  great  variety 
of  tin  v/are,  are  made  in  abundance.  Rifles,  fowlino-  pie- 
ces, pistols,  dirks  and  gun  locks  of  every  kind  are  inanu- 
factured.  It  is  six  years  sinc^  a  manufactory  of  cotton 
and  v.'oollen  machinery  was  established,  in  which  time  23 
cotton  spinning  urjles  and  throstks,  carrying  3,300  sDin^ 
dies;  71  roving  s^rA  tirav/ing  heads;   14  cotton  ancf  91 
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wool  carding  machines;  besides  wool  spinning  madune- 
ry  to  the  amount  of  130  spindles;  twisting  n  achines  and 
cotton  gins  have  been  made.  Plated  saddlery  and  carri- 
age mounting  of  all  kinds,  many  different  articles  of  jew- 
elry, and  silver  ware  of  every  sort — after  the  most  fash- 
ionable models  and  handsomely  enchased^  are  manufac*- 
tured.  Swords,  dirks,  he.  are  mounted  in  any  form,  and 
either  plated  or  gilt.  Clocks  of  every  kind  are  made,  and 
watches  repaired. 

Sills,  chimney  pieces,  monuments,  and  in  short  all  the 
varieties  of  stone  cutting  are  executed  with  neatness  and 
taste.  Common  pottery,  of  a  good  quality,  is  made  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  home  consumption.  A  manufaclo,- 
ry  of  greenwindow  glass  and  hollow  ware,  is  aboQt  to  go 
into  operation;  and  will  be  followed  by  another  of  white 
flint  glass  the  ensuing  summer.  Clean  sand  of  a  beauti- 
ful white  color,  has  been  found  in  abundance  near  the 
iTiOUth  of  the  Scioto  ;  but  no  clay  proper  for  crucibles  has 
been  discovered  as  yet  on  the  Ohio,  and  that  article  has  to 
be  brought  from  the  state  of  Delaware. 

The  principal  manuf?xturcs  in  \Tood  are  the  following  j 
sideboards,  secretaries,  bureaus,  ai:sd  other  articles  of  ca- 
binet fui;iiture;  uU  of  which  may  be  had  of  a  superiot 
(]ualily,  mr.de  cither  of  our  beautiful  cherry  and  walnu^, 
or  of  mahogaiiy  freighted  up  the  Mississippi.  Fancy 
chairs  and  settees,  eleg-antly  gilt  and  varnished.  Wag- 
ons, carts  and  drays;  coaches,  ph^eions,  gigs  and  other 
plc?.surc  carriages,  trimmed  and  ornamented.  Plane 
stocks,  weaver's  reeds,  and  the  different  productions  of 
the  lathe,  comprehending  wheels,  chairs,  screws,  Sec— 
Tlie  various  kinds  of  cooper  work,  fer  tlic  execution  of 
which  a  markine  has  been  erected  and  is  nov/  in  full  op- 
o'ation.  The  author  of  this  invention  is  William  Baily, 
of  Kentucky,  who  in  1311  obtained  a  patent.  The  power 
is  pfjven  by  one  or  two  horses,  which  with  a  man  and  boy 
can  drcs3  and  joint,  in  a  superior  manner,  the  staves  ne- 
<Cr.;.ary  for  one  hundred  barrels,  iiogsheads  or  pipcs>,  in 
'twelve  hours.  It  can  also  be  employed  in  shaving  and 
io^niiog  shing-o*,  with  equal  advantage.  The  proprie- 
10 -s  of  the  establishment  in  this  place  are  making  arrange- 
ments for  the  exporliUion  of  dressed  staves  to  New  Or- 
.Ici.ns. 

To  the  productions  in  wood  riiay  be  added,  the  Steat^p 
SAW  MILL,  erected  on  the  river  bank,  below  but  adjoinlng^ 
lit  town.     Tiie  prii'-cipal  building^  is  a  strovig  frame,  70 
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by*  56  feet,  and  three  stories  high.  The  eng^rf-  dmeiV 
four  gaws  in  separate  gates^  acting  at  the  rate  of  80  times 
in  a  minute,  making  the  product  of  each  saw  aboui  200 
feet  of  boards  an  hour.  The  carriages  run  upon  cast 
racks )  are  propelled  by  the  improved  short  hand,  and^'i^'^ 
^e^back  wards  by  be-vel  wheels,  in  the  manner  of  the  best 
mills.  The  logs  to  be  sawed  are  chiefly  brought  in  rafts 
to  the  beach,  and  drawn  up  the  bank  and  into  tne  mill  by 
power  from  the  engine.  Oiher  branches  of  business  will 
be  carried  on  in  this  establishment.  The  engine  is  esti- 
mated at  20  horse  power,  and  of  Evans'  patent,  except  the 
©ondenser,  which  the  proprietors  have  abandoned,  as  be- 
ing attended  witn  a  degree  of  trouble  and  expense  alto- 
gether disproportionate  to  its  advantage.  In  place  of  thisj 
they  pour  on  the  waste  steam  a  current  of  cold  water, 
M'hich  becoming  instaijtly  heated,  is  employed  to  replen° 
ish  the  boilers.  The  Steam  Mill  Company,  and  Cincin- 
nati Manufacturing  Company,  have  adopted  the  same  al- 
teration, with  great  success. 

There  are  four  cotton  spinning  establishments,  most 
of  them  small.  The  whole  contain  upwards  of  1200 
spindles,  which  are  moved  by  horses.  Wool  carding  is 
performed  in -several  places;  and  an  extensive  woollen 
manufactory,  designed  and  calculated  to  yield  60  yards  of 
broad  cloth  per  day,  Aviil  be  in  operation  the  ensuing  win- 
ter. It  is  owned  by  the  Cincinnati  manufacturing  com- 
pany. The  machinery  is  driven  by  an  engine  of  20  horse 
power.  The  products  of  the  loom  at  this  place  have  not 
been  great;  but  seveial  handsome  pieces  of  carpeting, 
diaper,  plaid,  denim  and  other  cotton  fabrics,  deserve  to 
be  mentioned.  Cables,  the  various  kinds  of  small  cord- 
age and  sfiun  yarn,  are  made  in  two  extensive  ropewalks. 
The  latter  has  for  some  years  been  an  article  of  exporta- 
tion. Wool  hats  are  not  manufactured  here ;  but  fur  hats 
of  a  good  quality,  are  made  in  such  quantities,  as  to  give 
a  surplus  for  exportation  to  the  Mississippi,  where  they 
are  exchanged  for  peltry.  The  tanning  and  currying  of 
leather  is  carried  on  at  six  tanyards  in  this  plaoe  and  its 
vicinity;  and  the  manufacture  of  shoes,  boots  and  saddle- 
ry is  extensive,  Skindressing  in  alum  is  executed  with 
neatness.  Trunks  covered  Vv'ith  deer  skin  and  oil  cloth, 
leather  gloves,  and  a  great  variety  ©f  brushes,  are  made  of 
a  ^ood  quality.  Blank  books,  and  all  kinds  of  conj^on 
and  extra  bimling,  are  executed  with  neatness. 
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The  Cinciimali  Manufacturing  Company  have  embrac- 
ed in  their  plan,  maimractories  of  white  and  red  lead,  of 
buch  extent  as  will  yield  six  or  seven  tons  per  week. — 
The  latter  is  not  yet  completed;  but  the  former,  which  is 
U^e  thii'd  that  has  been  erected  between  the  Mississippi 
and  the  mountains,  is  in  operation,  and  produces  white 
lead  of  an  excellent  quality.  It  must  indeed  be  superior 
t«rthat  brought  from  the  Atlantic  states,  as  it  has  no  mix- 
ture of  w/uringj  with  which  the  imported  white  lead  is  al- 
ways alloyed.  Arrangements  for  a  sugar  refinery  were 
itiade  early  in  the  present  year;  the  buildings  have  been 
commenced,  and  the  establishment  will  be  in  operation 
iii  a  few  weeks.  Tobacco  and  snuff"  are  manufactured  in 
four  different  shops.  Pot  and  pearl  ash,  sopp  of  various 
kinds,  and  candies,  arc  made  in  such  quantities  as  to  give 
a  large  surplus  for  exportation. 

The  rectification  of  spirits  and  distillation  of  cordiais^ 
are  prosecuted  to  such  a  degree  as  to  give  an  ample  sup« 
ply  of  the  latter  for  domestic  use.  But  these  establish- 
ments, both  in  extent  and  utility,  are  eclipsed  by  our 
breweries.  The  first  was  erected  on  the  river  bank  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  town,  four  years  ago,  and  uses  the 
nver  w^ater;  the  other  was  established  since,  on  a  small- 
er scale,  and  derives  its  water  from  wtUs  and  cisterns.—^ 
The  two  are  calculated  to  consume  annually  30,000  bush^ 
els  of  barley.  Their  products  are  beer,  porter  and  ale, 
of  a  quality  at  least  equal  to  tbat  of  the  Atlantic  states. — 
Large  quantities  have  been  exported  to  the  Mississippi, 
even  as  far  as  New  Orleans,  the  climate  of  which  ihey 
are  found  to  bear  extremely  well. 

The  manufacture  of  ifiour,  at  the  steam  mill,  will  be 
carried  on  to  a  great  extent.  The  machinery  is  all  on  the 
plan  of  Oliver  Eve  h.  ,  and  driven  by  an  engine  of  70  horse 
power.  Four  pair  of  six  feet  burr  sloncs  v>'ill  be  run.— ■ 
Two  pair  have  been  in  motion  for  several  months,  and 
produce  about  60  barrels  per  day;  the  whole  when  in  op- 
eration will,  it  is  expected,  afibrd  700  barrels  a  week.— ^ 
The  flour  is  generally  of  a  superior  quality. 

In  the  year  1814  a  nmstard  manufactory  was  erected  a- 
V-ove  the  town;  but  has  not  yet  got  into  such  extensive 
operation  as  to  supersede  the  importation  c^f  that  article. 

In  the  fine  arts  we  have  not  any  thing  to  boast ;  but  it 
is  worthy  of  being  mentioned,  that  all  kinds  of  labeling, 
sign  and  ornamental  painting,  together  with  the  engrav- 
ipg  on  copper  of  official  and  other  seals,  cards  of  addres^ 
iid  vignettes,  is  executed  with  taste  and  clegftuce.*^ 
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jfoR  ine  want  o§  correct  and  authentic  infonsiatioa  rela- 
tive to  ihe  improvCTnent  and  progress  of  some  of  the  prin- 
cipal towns  in  the  west,  we  are  compelled  to  omit  many 
itiat  C9uld  doubtless  furnish  an  interesting  picture  oi"  tlieir 
flourishing  state. 

A  tolerable  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  unparalleled  em- 
irratiou  and  rapid  improvement  throughout  the  whole 
western  country  J  by  the  following  extracts: — Near  200 
i^rnilies  or  about  1600  souls  have  arid  arc  about  leaving 
the  town  of  S@iieca,  Ontario  ttounty,  to  settle  in  and  about 
!Fort  Harrison,  Indiana  state. 

In  the  fall  of  1813,  the  town  of  Vevay,  in  Indiana  Ter- 
ritory, Was  laid  out:  in  18)4,  it  was  slili  a  forest;  in 
iSio,  it  contains  ?'-5  handsome  dweilinr^  houses,  besides 
shops,  S:c.  a  brick  court  house,  jail  and  school  houses,  8 
Btores,  3  tanners,  3 f  mechanics,  2  lawyers,  2  physicians, 
a  carding  machhie,  a  public  library,  numerous  roiae-firess- 
es^  xdne-yards,  several  mills;  receives  a  mail  three  times 
a  week,  and  supports  a  neat  weekly  newspaper;  a  brick 
market  heuse  and  meeting  housoare  building.  It  is  set- 
tled chiefly  by  Swiss,  one  of  whom  calculates  on  niaking. 
the  present  year  1000  gallons  of  eiicclient  »viiie,  at  %%'■ 
j|er  gallon. 

JVayne  'county,  Ohio,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
county  of  IMedlna,  on  the  ^yest  by  Richland,  on  the  south 
by  Coshocton,  and  on  the  east  by  Stark.  It  is  about  SO 
?niies  square.  The  land  is  rich  and  level,  abounding  in 
'•frxcclient  springs  of  Vv-atei-,  and  creeks  ahording  good 
seats  for  water  woidis,  near  some  of  which  are  bodies  of 
iron  ore.  There  are  also  a  number  of  salt  springs,  some 
of  which  are  now  improving  anci  are  expected  soon  to  af- 
fbi-d  salt  sufficient  for  the  consumplion  of  the  country.  In 
1809  this  county  was  c=;i  entire  tvilderness,  distant  £0 miles 
from  any  settlement,  and  60  miles  from  any  place  where 
provisions  and  otne'/necessai'y  supplies  could  be  prociir- 
iid:  in  1812  it  contained  about  80  tamilies,  when,  from  its 
frontier  situation  at  that  time,  the  breaking  out  of  the  lal<:i 
war  put  a  step  to  emigration,  which  continued  until  llm 
reduction  of  Maiden,  in  iSlS,  since  which  it  is  rapidly 
advancing,  and  contains  at  this  time  a  population  of  about 
5,000  souls,  bidding  fair  to  become  soon  one  of  the  most 
populous  counties  in  the  state.  Wooster,  which  is  the 
seat  of  justice,  is  situated  n^'iar  the  point  of  land  formed 
by  the  junction  of  Apple  creek  and  Kiibuck,  v/hich  streanx 
ta  navigable   for  boats  carrying  100  barrels,  more  thaw 
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liialf  the  year,  ami  in  time  of  high  water  for  those  of  a  ? 
nmch  larger  size.     The  town  contains  upwards  of  fifty  - 
dwelling  houses,  five  of  which  are  of  brick,  the  others 
principally  frame.     The  United  States'  Land  Office,  for- 
merly kept  at  Canton,   has   recently  been   removed  to 
WoGster.     There  is  a  bank  here  which  has  done  a  con- 
siderable business,  and  was  chartered  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature.     There  are  in  the  place   4  taverns,  6 
stores,  4  black-smiih  shops,  2  tanneries,  I  wheel  wright 
shop,  2  tailors,  and  one. shoe  maker's  shop.    There  have  " 
been  800/000  bricks  made  in  the  town  and  its  vicinity,  thi^:

made  next  season.     Wooster  is  about   12u  miles  wesi: 
from  Pittsburgh,  and  about  the  same  distance  from  Wash- 
ington, Pa.  76  miles  north  from  Zkmestillc^  48  south  from 
Cleveland,  and  80  miles  north-east  from  Columbus,  th^. 
scat  of  gover:  ment  for  the  state  of  Ohio;   from  all  which 
j)laces  roads  pass  through  it,  w  hich  are  much  travelled — - 
Wooster  is  nearly  in  a  dn-ect  line  fiom  Washington,  Par 
1  ?  Sandusky  bay,  and  should  the  government  of  the  Uni^ 
cd  Slates  extend  a  branch  of  the  national  road  to  that  point. 
It  must  add  much  to  the  importance  of  this  section  of  the  - 
country.     The  observations  with  regard  to  the  quality  of 
the  land,  streams,  Sec.  in  Wajne  county,  will  generally 
f  pply  to  the  adjacent  counties. 

Such  is  the  astonishing  stride  that  this  extensive  and 
fertile  country  is  making  in  population  and  improvement, 
of  all  kinds.  What  a  country  must  this  in  the  course  of- 
time  be!  no  part  of  the  globe  will  or  can  exhibit  its  equal. 
View  an  extent  of  coui.try  commencing  from  about  40*^ 
^^est  longitude,  and  extendu  g  to  the  ^lississippi  river, 
embracing  all  the  country  between  the  lakes  on  the  north 
a'.,d  Ohio  river  on  the  south,  covering  an  area  of  nbout 
150,000  square  miles  of  the  richest  soil,  capable  of  the 
liighest  cultivation,  free  from  mountaiijs  or  lakes,  afford- 
ing no  impediment  to  agriculture,  and  abounding  in  beau- 
tiful navigable  streams  w  hich  intersect  every  part  of  i* ; 
by  which  the  produce  of  the  soil  can  be  carried  to  New 
Orleans,  and  shipped  from  thence  to  any  quarter  of  the . 
world. 

In  certain  seasons  of  the  year  when  the  waters  are  high, 
e  communication  is  opened  between  the  Illinois  river  and 
lake  Michigan;  as  the  land  is  low  and  level,  a  connecr 
tion  may  be  formed  which  will  secure  a  passage  all  sea-" 
sons  of  the  yo*i-,  at  no  very  coftsiderable  expense,  com-  < 
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'par^dto  the  great  advantages  which  would  result  from  it. 
That  this  will  be  the  case  there  is  no  doubt,  not  many  years 
hence. 

The  article  salt  abounds  in  great  abundance  in  every 
:<iuarter  of  the  countiy;  (tor  the  mode  of  obtaining  it  seo 
page  40)  the  same  metliod  of  procuring  it  is  used  else- 
wheie,  which  may  iiiduce  a  belief  that  it  might  be  fouiul 
in  any  part  of  the  woi  idy  if  the  same  means  were  employ = 
ed.  This  alone  is  an  invalua'b'c  treasure;  nor  can  salt 
be  long  scarce  and  dear,  for  it  is  making  almost  every 
where  through  ihe  western  country.  It  appears  from  the 
following  notice,  extracted  from  the  Lvuuville  Corrts- 
fiondiiit^  that  the  deeper  the  water  is  fjund,  the  more  halt 
it  produces  to  the  i:^allon. 

Indiana  Sale  JVcrks. We   have  much  pleasure  in 

stating  the  success  which  we  have  understood  hts  at- 
tended the  distinguished  perseverance  of  Gen.  M'Far- 
land,  in  digging  for  salt  water,  near  the  flouiishing  town 
of  New  Lexinglon  in  the  territory  opposite  to  us.  We 
have -been  informed  that  the  salt  wells  of  this  gentleman 
are  sunk  to  the  astonishing  depth  of  420  feet,  and  although 
they  exceed  any  similar  penetrations  of  the  bowels  of  the 
earth,  among  the  salt  works  of  this  state,  yet  lie  is  deter- 
mined  to  go  one  hundred  feet  farther,  making  in  the 
whole  5  20  feet.  The  water  already  excels  any  snit  wa- 
ter in  the  \vestern  country  in  strength,  affording  from  3 
to  4  bushels  of  salt  to  the  100  srallons  of  water.  We  hope 
this  treasure  of  salt  may  be  of  as  extensive  benefit  to  oiir 
rising  and  enterprising  neighbors,  as  the  rich  beds  of 
jivenhav'a  have  been  to  the  whole  western  country. 


Thr  y  liowhrg   Jecount    of  ihe   ever   memorable  battle^ 
nvhich  decided  the  fate  of  Kent)  Orleans^  on  the  ^th  of 
January  1815,  is  extracted  from  a  work  eyititkd^   ihe 
■IVur  in    IV^st  Florida  and   L'JuiviaHa^  and  cannot  fail 
of  being  read   nvith  filcasure    by  every  friend  to  his 
country. 
I  HAVE  mentioned  above,  that  on  the  6th  we  \vere  in- 
formed that  the   enemy  intended   shortly  to   att^xk   our 
IWies  \  every  thing,  indeed,  annoimced  such  a  determina- 
tion ;  but  we  were  in  doubt  w-hcther  the  attact  on  the  left 
bank  would  be   feigned  or  re;\l,    or   wliether  the    eneniy 
would  not  direct  his  principal  force  against  general  Mor- 
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Q^m  on  the  rig'ht  biy)3i.  B^t  iia  the  afteiTiOoa  Qi*  tl^e  TiUit 
feecdvtie  evident  that  the  enemy's  desiga  was  to  attadi 
Jackson's  lines  and  attempt  to  storm  them. 

Though  at  so  great  a  distance  we  couid  not  distinctly- 
see-wliat  was  passing  in  the  enemy's  camp,  v/e  perceived 
that  a  great  number  of  soldiers  and  sailors  were  at  \Aorkj 
ondeavouring  to  move  something  very  unwieldy,  whicii 
we  concluded  to  be  aruil..j'y.  Wkh  the  assistance  of  a 
telescope  in  the  upper  apartment  of  head-quarters,  w-e 
perceived  soldiers  on  Larondc's  plantation,  busy  in  mak- 
ing fascines,  while  others  were  working  on  pieces  of  wood, 
which  we  concluded  must  be  scaling  ladders.  The  pick- 
ct-t>;uards  near  the  wood  had  moreover  been  increased  and 
stationed  nearer  each  other.  Officers  of  th-e  staff  were 
seen  riding  about  the  fields  of  Laronde's,  Bleuvenu's  and 
Chalmette's  plantations,  and  stopping  at  the  different 
posts  to  give  orders.  Finally,  on  the  7th,  shortly  after 
night-fall,  we  distinctly  heard  men  at  work  in  the  eneroy's 
different  batteries  ;  the  strokes  of  hammers  gave  «  note 
of  preparation,'*  and  resounded  even  witiiin  our  lines  ;  and 
our  out-posts  informed  us  that  the  enemy  was  re-establish- 
ing his  batteries  :  his  guards  were  re-enforced  about  sun- 
'set,  probably  with  a  vie  v.'  to  cover  tlie  movement*  of  the 
troops.  In  oirr  camp  all  was  composure;  the  ofiicers 
were  ordered  to  direct  their  subalterns  to  be  ready  on  the 
first  signal.  H-^If  the  troops  passed  the  night  behind  the 
breastwork,  relieving  each  other  occasionaliy.  Every  one 
waited  for  day  with  anxiety  and  impajtience,  but  with 
salm  intrepidity,  expecting  to  be  vigorously  attacked, 
and  knowing  that  the  enemy  had  then  from  twelve  to  fif- 
teen thousand  bayonets  to  brir.g  ii:ito  action,  besides  two 
thousand  sailors  and  some  marines. 

A  little  before  daybreak,  our  out-post  came  in  Avithout 
■Roise,  having  perceived  the  enemy  moving  forward  in 
great  force. 

At  last  the  dawn  of  day  discovered  to  us  the  enemy  oc- 
'cupyipig  two-thirds  of  the  space  between  the  wood  and  the 
Mississippi.  Immediately  a  Congreve  i/jcket  went  off 
from  the  skirt  of  the  wood,  in  the  direction  of  the  river. 
This  was  the  signal  for  the  attack.  At  the  same  instant, 
the  twelve-pounder  of  l>attery  No.  6,  Avhose  gunners  had 
.perceived  the  enemy's  movement,  discharged  a  shot.  On 
this  all  his  troops  gave  three  cheers,  formed  in  close  col- 
umn of  aijoul  sixty  men  in  front,  in  very  good  order,  and 
-advanced  nearly  in  the  direction  of  battery  No.  7,  the  men 


shouldering  their  mUskets,  and  all  carrying  fascines,  and 
some  with  ladders.     A  cloud  of  rockets  preceded  them, 
and  continued  to  fall  in  showers  during  the  whole  attack. 
Batteries  Nos  6,  7  and  8,  now  opened  an  incessant  fire  oil 
the  column,  which  continued  to  advance  in  pretty  good  or- 
der, until  in  a  few  minutes,  the  musketry  of  the  troops  of 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  joining  their  fire  with  that  of 
the  artillery,  began  to  make  an  impression  on  it,  which 
soon  threw  it  into  confusion.     It  was  at  t^iat  moment  that 
was  heard  that  constant  rolling  fire,  whose  tremendous 
noise  resembled  rattling  peals  of  thunder.     For  some 
time  the  British  officers  succeeded  in  animating  the  cour- 
age of  their  troops,  and  making  them  advance,  obliqueing 
to  the  left,  to  avoid  the  fire  of  battery  No.  7,  from  which 
every  discharge  opened  the  column,  and  mowed  down 
whole  files,  which  were  almost  instantaneously  replaced 
by  new  troops  coming  up  close  after  the  first :  but  these 
also  shared  the  same  fate,  until  at  last,  aftei'  twenty-five 
minutes  continual  firing,  through  which  a  few  platoons  ad- 
vanced to  the  edge  of  the  ditch,  the  column  entirely  broke, 
and  part  of  the  troops  dispersed,  and  ran  to  take  shelter 
among  the  bushes  on  the  right.     The  rest  retired  to  the 
ditch  wher^  they  had  been  when  first  perceived,  four  hun- 
dred  yards  from  our  lines. 

There  the  officers  with  some  difficulty  rallied  their 
troops,  and  again  drew  them  up  for  a  second  attack,  the 
soldiers  having  laid  down  their  knapsacks  at  the  edge  of 
the  ditch,  that  they  might  be  less  incumbered. 

And  now,  for  the  second  time,  the  column,  recruited 
with  the  troops  that  formed  the  rear,  advanced.  Again  it 
was  received  with  the  same  rolling  fire  of  musketry  and 
artillery,  till,  having  advanced  without  much  order  very 
near  our  lines,  it  at  last  broke  again,  and  retired  in  the  ut- 
most confusion.  In  rain  did  the  officers  now  endeavour, 
as  before,  to  revive  the  courage  of  their  men  ;  to  no  pur- 
pose did  they  strike  them  with  the  flat  of  their  swords,  to 
force  them  to  advance  :  they  were  insensible  to  every 
thing  but  danger,  and  saw  nothing  but  death  which  had 
struck  so  many  of  their  comrades. 

The  attack  on  our  lines  had  hardly  begun,  when  the 
British  commander-in-chief,  the  honourable  sir  Edward 
Packenham,  fell  a  victim  to  his  own  intrepidity,  while  en- 
deavouring to  animate  his  troops  with  ardour  for  the  as- 
sault. Soon  after  his  fall,  two  other  generals,  Keane  and 
Gibbs,  were  carried  off  the  field  of  battle,  dangerously 
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Voimcled.  A  great  number  of  officers  of  rank  had  fallen  : 
the  ground  over  which  the  column  had  marched,  was 
strewed  with  the  dead  and  the  wounded.  Such  slaughter 
on  their  side,  with  no  loss  on  ours,  spread  consternation 
through  their  ranks,  as  ihey  were  now  convinced  of  the 
impossibility  of  carrying  our  lines,  and  saw  that  even  to 
advance  was  certain  death.  In  a  word,  notwithstanding 
the  repeated  efforts  of  some  officers  to  make  the  troops 
form  a  third  time,  they  would  not  advance,  and  all  that 
could  be  obtained  from  them,  was  to  draw  them  up  in  the 
ditch,  where  they  passed  the  rest  of  the  day. 

Some  of  the  enemy's  troops  bad  advanced  into  the  woo3 
towards  the  extremity  of  our  line,  to  make  a  fahe  attack, 
or  to  ascertain  whether  a  real  one  were  practicable.  These 
the  troops  under  general  Coffee  no  sooner  perceived,  than 
they  opened  on  them  a  brisk  lire  with  their  rifles,  which 
quickly  made  them  retire.  The  greater  part  of  thbse 
v/ho,  on  the  column's  being  repulsed,  had  taken  shelter 
in  the  thickets,  only  escaped  our  batteries  to  be  killed  by 
our  musketry.  During  the  Avhole  hour  that  the  attack 
lasted,  our  fire  did  not  slacken  for  a  single  moment;  and 
it  seemed  as  though  the  artillery  and  musketry  vied  with 
each  other  in  vivacity. 

When  the  column  first  advanced  to  the  attack,  the 
troops  partly  moved  forward  along  the  skirt  of  the  wood, 
which  in  that  part  forms  a  curve,  and  were  by  that  means 
covered  till  they  came  within  two  hundred  yards  of  our 
lines.  After  the  attack  on  our  left  had  commenced,  the 
enemy  made  a  column  advance  on  the  right  by  the  road, 
and  between  the  river  and  the  levee.  This  column  pre- 
cipitately pushing  forward,  drove  in  our  out-posts,  follow- 
ing them  so  closely  that  it  came  up  to  the  unfinished  re- 
doubt before  we  could  fire  on  it  more  than  two  discharg- 
es of  our  cannon.  A  part  of  the  column  leaped  into  the 
ditch,  and  got  into  the  redoubt  through  the  emhrisures, 
and  over  the  parapet,  overpowering  v/ith  their  numbers 
the  few  men  they  found  there  :  others  advarxing  along 
the  brink  of  the  rl/er,  killed  the  soldiers  of  the  7'h,  who 
bravely  d(  fended  their  post  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet, 
against  a  number  much  superior,  and  ccntinually  increas- 

To  get  into  the  redoubt  was  not  a  very  arduous  achieve- 
ment :  the  difliculty  was  to  maintain  possession  of  It,  and 
clear  the  breastwork  of  the  entrenchment  in  the  rear  of 
vfiv  icdcubt,  whidi  stijl  remained  to  be  attacked.     Alrea^- 
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dy  several  British  officers,  though  wounded,  were? brave- 
ly advancing  to  encourage  their  men  by  their  example. 

Colonel  Renee,  followed  by  two  other  officers  of  higB 
yankj  had  begun  to  mount  the  breastwork,  when  the  gal- 
lant volunteer  riflemen  under  captain  Beale,  who  defend- 
ed the  head  of  the  line,  made  them  all  find  their  graves  in 
that  redoubt  which  they  had  mastered  with  so  much  gal° 
lantry.  Meanwhile,  captain  Humphreys'  battery  No.  J, 
lieutenant  Norris's  No.  2,  and  the  7th  regiment,  whicft 
v/as  the  only  one  within  musket-shot,  kept  up  a  tremen- 
dous fire  on  that  cohimn,  which,  like  that  on  the  left,  was 
obliged  to  fall  back  in  disorder, leaving  the  road, the  levee, 
and  the  brink  of  the  river,  strewed  with  its  dead  and 
wounded. 

The  enemy  had  opened  the  fire  of  the  battery  which  he 
erected  on  the  road  on  the  28th  of  December,  as  also  of 
that  erected  on  the  Jst  of  January,  behind  the  demolished 
buildings  of  Chalmette's  plantation.  The  fire  was  at  first 
very  brisk,  and  was  principally  directed  against  Macar- 
ty's  house,  in  hopes  that  the  general  a.^d  his  stalT  might 
still  be  there  :  but  to  the  enemy's  disappointment,  the 
general  and  all  the  officers  had  repaired  to  their  posts  on 
the  lines,  long  before  daybreak.  The  only  mischief  done 
by  that  prodigious  expense  of  balls  and  shells,  was  that 
major  Chotard,  assistant  adjutant-general,  received  a  con- 
tusion in  his  shoulder,  and  four  or  five  pillars  of  the  house 
\yere  knocked  down.  Our  batteries,  Nos.  2,  3,  and  4, 
principally  directed  their  fire  against  those  of  the  enemy, 
and  dismounted  several  of  the  guns  erected  near  Chal- 
mctte's  buildings.  Battery  No.  1,  after  having  poured 
a  shower  of  grape-shot  on  the  enemy's  troops  as  they  re- 
treated, turned  its  fire  against  his  battery  which  was  op- 
posite  to  it,  and  in  less  than  two  hours,  forced  the  men  to 
evacuate  it.  The  marine  battery  on  the  right  bank  alsa 
fired  on  the  enemy's  column  as  it  advanced  along  the  brink 
of  the  river,  until  the  troops  which  landed  on  the  right 
bank,  pushed  forward,  and  obliged  the  seamen  whoserV'' 
ed  it  to  attend  to  their  own  defence. 

By  "half  after  eight  in  the  morning,  the  fire  of  the  mus.^ 
ketry  had  ceased.  The  whole  plain  on  the  left,  as  also  the 
side  of  the  river,  from  the  road  to  the  edge  of  the  waterj 
was  covered  with  the  British  soldiers  who  had  fallen.  A- 
bout  four  hundred  wounded  prisoners  were  taken,  and  at 
least  double  that  number  of  wounded  men  escaped  inta 
the  British  camp  ;    and,  what  might  perhaps  appear  in^- 


^t-ecUSte,  were  there  not  many  ftioiisands  ready  to  attest 
the  fact,  is,  that  a  space  of  gronnci,  extending  from  the 
ditch 'of  our  lines  to  that  on  which  the  enemy  drew  np  his 
-froops,  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  in  length,  by  about 
two  hundred  in  breadth,  was  literally  covered  with  men, 
either  dead  or  severely  Avounded  About  forty  men  were 
killed  in  the  ditch,  up  to  which  they  had  advarxed,  and  a- 
bout  the  same  number  were  there  made  prisoners.  The 
artillery  of  our  lines  kept  up  a  fire  against  the  enemy's 
batteries  and  troops  until  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
By  the  disposition  of  his  troops,  the  enemy  appeared  to  ap- 
prehend lest  wc  should  make  a  sortie,  and  attack  him  in 
his  camp.  The  soldiers  were  drawn  up  in  the  ditches, 
in  several  parallel  lines,  and  all  those  who  had  been  slight- 
ly woundml,  as  soon  as  their  wounds  were  dressed,  were 
sent  to  join  their  corps,  to  make  their  number  of  effective 
men  appear  the  greater,  and  show  a  firm  countenance. 
The  enemy's  loss  on  the  left  bank,  in  the  affair  of  the 
Sth  of  January,  was  immense,  considering  the  short  dura- 
tion of  the  coDtcLt,  the  ground,  and  the  respective  number 
of  the  contending  forces.  According  to  the  most  proba- 
ble accounts,  it  cannot  have  amounted  to  less  than  three 
thousand  men  in  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners.  The 
number  of  officers  who  fell  that  day  is  a  much  greater  loss 
in  proportion,  owing  to  the  necessity  they  were  under  of 
exposing  themselves  in  the  brunt  of  the  battle,  to  encour» 
age  the  men,  and  lead  them  on  to  the  desperate  assault. 
Our  loss  was  comparatively  inconsiderable,  amounting  to 
no  more  than  thirteen  in  killed  and  wounded,  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mississippi.

VEGETABLE    WONDER    OE    SOUTH-CAROLINA. 

[_In  a  letter  to  a  citizen  of  jYcvj  YorJr^ 
I  believe  I  did  not  give  you  a  description  of  a  live  oafe 
tree  upon  Beaufort  Island,  which  we  visited,  near  lis, 
Rhodes*3.  It  is  situated  on  a  point  of  land  approximating 
the  Bioad  River.  This  giant  of  the  forest,  at  some  littlo 
distance,  appeared  like  a  thick  clump  of  woods,  rathei 
than  a  single  tree.  Its  stem  is  about  14  feet  to  the  branch- 
es, which  are  like  so  many  huge  trees  putting  ofTahnost 
horizontally  about  6C  feet  either  v;ay,  and  spreading  over 
a  circumference  of  about  40  yarda,  or  120  feet  diameter* 
The  stem  is  3£  feet  5  inches  in  circumference,  and  near- 
ly all  the  way  of  a  thickness.  The  tree  never  grows  ve- 
ry tali;  its  shape  resembles  one  of  our  lov/-spreading  full 
grown  apple  trees.  The  age  of  this  mammoth  is  not 
known — Mrs.  Rhodes,  84  years  old,  knew  it  a  moi}3tious 
tree  when  she  was  in  her  teeiis. 


Among  idl  tliat  description  of  persons  who  have  been 
lately  called  aristocrais,  proud  ar.d  selfish  in  thcivna- 
tiire,  tories  and  jacobites  m  their  political  priiiciples,  it  is 
obvious  to  remark  the  mo^t  haughty,  overbearing  man- 
ners in  the  transactions  of  common  life,  in  their  domestic 
arrangements,  in  their  pleasurable  excursions,  their  visits, 
their  conversation,  and  general  intercourse.

Folly  and 
vanity  govern  this  I'ltle  world  with  despotic  rule  ;  and  vir- 
tue, learning,  usefulness,  have  no  claim  to  admission  into 
it.  Pride,  servility  to  courts,  and  a  mutual,  though  tacit 
agreement  to  treat  the  people  with  contempt,  are  among 
the  principal  recommendations  to  it.  The  grand  secret,

It  is  well  known  that  the  emperor  Napolean  wasanef- 
iective  protector  of  all  the  arts  and  the  sciences,  but  it  is 
not  so  generally  understood,  that,  whenever  any  impor- 
tant discovery  was  made,  in  any  branch  of  ait  or  science, 
he  set  negoclations  on  foot  lo  purchase  the  secret  of  the 
invention,  with  a  view  to  publish  it  in  the  Moniteur,  not 
only  for  the  benefit  of  France,  but  of  the  world  at  large. 
The  remedy  for  the  Gout,  by  Dr.  Pradier,  was  then  pur- 
chased by  Napolean,  at  the  price  of  2,500/.  sterling,  paid 
from  his  private  purse,  and  the  formula  was  immediately 
published  in  the  Moniteur  as  foliov/s,  take — 

Balm  of  Mecca  six  drachms^ 

Red  Bark  one  ounce, 

SaftVon  hall  an  ounce, 

Sarsapariila        ,  one  ounce, 

Sage  ^  one  ounce, 

Rectified  spirits  of  wine  three  pounds. 

Dissolve,  separately,  the  balm  of  Mecca  in  one-third  o^ 
the  spirits  of  wine ;  macerate  the  rest  of  the  substances 
in  the  remainder,  for  forty-eight  hours — filter  and  mix  the 
two  liquors.  For  use,  the  tincture  obtained  is  mixed 
with  twice  or  thrice  the  quantity  of  lime-water;  the  bot- 
tle must  be  shaken,  in  order  to  mix  the  precipiiate  settled 
to  the  bottom  by  standing. 

The  foliovving  is  a  mode  of  employing  the  remedy: 
A  poultice  must  be  prepared  cf  linseed  meal,  which 
must  be  of  a  good  consistency,  and  spread  very  hot,  of 
the  thickness  of  a  finger,  on  a  napkin,  so  as  to  be  able 
completely  to  surround  the  part  affected:  if  it  be  requir- 
ed for  both  legs,  from  the  feet  to  the  knees,  it  will  take  a> 
bout  three  quarts  of  linseed  meal.  When  the  poultice 
is  prepared,  and  as  hot  as  the  patient  can  bear  it,  about 
two  ounces  of  the  prepared  liquor  must  be  poured  equal- 
ly over  the  whole  of  the  surface  of  each,  without  its  be- 
ing imbibed ;  the  part  affected  is  then  to  be  wrapped  up 
in  it,  and  bound  up  with  flannel  and  bandages  to  preserve 
the  heat.  The  poultice  is  generally  changed  every  twen- 
ty-four hours,  sometimes  at  the  end  of  twelve. 

It  would  be  whimsical  if  the  prince  regent  of  England 
were  to  be  cured  of  this  tormenting  and  dangerous  dis- 
ease, by  a  remedy  for  which  he  would  be  evidently  in- 
debted to  the  ptibUc  spirit  and  liberality  of  Napoieai>,

HYDROPHOBIA    CURED    BY    VINEGAR, 

Communicated  in  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  at  Venice 
to  his  friend  in  London.  "  If  you  were  here,  you  would 
be  very  much  pleased  with  a  discovery  made  at  Udina, 
the  capital  of  Friuli,  a  small  province  belonging  to  this 
republic.  The  discovery  is  this:  a  poor  man  lying  un- 
der the  frightful  tortures  of  the  hydrophobia,  was  cured 
with  some  draughts  of  vinegar  given  him  by  mistake,  in- 
stead of  another  potion.  A  physician  of  Padua,  called 
Conut  Sonissa,  got  intelligence  of  this  event  at  Udina,  and 
tried  the  same  remedy  upon  a  patient  that  was  brought 
to  the  Padua  Hospital,  administering  him  a  pound  of  vin- 
egar in  the  morning,  another  at  noon,  and  a  third  at  sun- 
set, and  the  man  was  speedily  and  perfectly  cured.  I 
have  diifused  through  Italy  this  discovery,  by  means  of  a 
periodical  paper  that  I  am  writing,  and  I  hope  you  will 
make  it  known  in  England,  in  the  most  public  manner ; 
and  as  I  am  sure  that  this  astonishing  remedy  will  have 
as  happy  an  effect  there  as  it  had  here,  so  I  should  be 
glad  to  be  apprized  of  it,  that  I  may  relate  it  m  my  Decid 
paper.  As  you  have  more  rambling  dogs  in  London  than 
we  have  here,  it  is  probable  that  the  experiment  will 
soon  be  tried,  please  God  with  success." 


Winter  Scene  at  Stockholm. 

«  In  the  winter  1799,  I  beheld  at  Stockholm  a  specta- 
cle of  a  very  uncommon  nature,  and  such  as  I  never,  in  all 
probability,  shall  see  a  second  time.  It  was  a  sugar 
house  on  fire  in  the  suburb,  on  the  south  side  of  the  city. 
The  accident  being  announced  by  the  dischirge  of  can- 
ron,  all  the  fire  engines  were  imaiediately  hurried  to  the 
aid  of  the  owners.  The  severity  of  that  winter  was  so 
great,  that  there  was  not  a  single  spot  near,  where  the  wa- 
ter was  not  frozen  to  the  depth  of  a  yard  from  the  surface. 
It  was  necessary  to  break  the  ice  with  hatchets  and  ham- 
mers, and  to  draw  up  the  water  as  from  a  well.  Immedi- 
ately on  filling  the  casks,  they  were  obliged  to  carry 
them  off  with  all  possible  speed,  lest  the  water  should  be 
congealed,  as,  in  fact,  about  a  third  p:^rt  of  it  was,  by  the 
time  it  could  be  brought  to  the  place  where  it  was  want- 
ed.  L^  order  to  prevect  it  as  much  as  possibk  from  fr§e2; 
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ing,  they  constantly  kept  stirring  it  about  with  a  stick  ;^ 
but  even  this  operation  had  only  a  partial  effect  At  last, 
by  the  united  power  of  many  engines,  which  launched 
forth  a  great  mass  of  water,  the  fire  was  got  under,  afte'r 
destroying  only  the  roof,  the  house  itself  being  very  little 
damaged.  It  was  in  the  upper  stories  of  the  building, 
that  the  stock  of  sugar  was  deposited ;  there  were  also 
many  vessels  full  of  treacle,  v/hich  being  broken  by  the 
falling-in  of  the  roof,  the  juice  ran  down  along  the  sides 
of  the  wall.  The  water  thrown  up  to  the  top  of  the  house 
by  the  engines,  and  flowing  back  on  the  walls,  staircases, 
and  through  the  windows,  was  stopped  in  its  downward 
course  by  the  mighty  power  of  the  frost.  After  the  fire 
was  extinguished,  the  engines  continued  for  some  time  to 
play,  and  the  water  they  discharged  was  frozen  almost 
the  instant  it  came  in  contact  with  the  Avails  already  cov- 
ered with  ice.  Thus  a  house  was  formed  of  the  most  ex- 
traordinary appearance  that  it  is  possible  to  conceive.— 
It  was  so  curious  an  object,  that  every  body  came  to  gaze 
at  it  as  something  wonderful.  The  whole  building,  from 
top  to  bottom,  was  incrustrated  with  a  thick  coat  of  ice ; 
the  doors  and  windows  were  enclosed  up,  and,  in  order  to 
gain  admission,  it  was  necessary  with  hammei's  and  hatch- 
ets to  open'a  passage  ;  they  were  obliged  to  cut  through 
the  ice  another  staircase,  for  the  purpose  of  ascending  to 
the  upper  stories.  All  the  rooms,  and  what  remained  oi 
the  roof,  were  embellished  by  long  stalactites  of  multifari- 
ous shapes,  and  of  a  yellowish  color,  composed  of  the  trea- 
cle and  congealed  water.  This  building,  contemplated 
in  the  light  of  the  sun,  seemed  to  bear  some  analogy  to 
those  diamond  castles  that  are  raised  by  the  imaginaticm 
of  the  poets.'*  AcerbCs  Travels. 


Interesting  Anecdotes  of  the  heroic  Conduct  r^fWomen^ 
during  the  French  Revolution.  Translated  from  the 
French  of  M.  du  Broca. 

"  In  one  of  the  western  departments,  a  man,  of  the  name 
df  Le  Fort,  accused  of  conspiring  against  the  republic, 
was  seized  and  committed  to  prison.  His  wife,  trembling 
for  his  fate,  used  every  means  that  courage  and  affection 
could  inspire  to  restore  him  to  liberty,  but  without  suc- 
cess. She  then  bought,  with  a  sum  of  mpnsy,  perjmission 
to  pay  bira  a  single  visit  in  his  prison- 


^  At  the  appointed  hour  she  appeared  before  he?  huss 
Land,  clothed  in  two  suits  of  her  own  apparel.  With  the 
prudence  of  not  allowing  herself,  at  so  critical  a  junc- 
ture, to  give  or  receive  useless  demonstrations  of  tender- 
ness, she  hastily  took  off  her  upper  suit  of  attire,  pre- 
vailed on  her  husband  to  put  them  on,  and  to  quit  the 
prison,  leaving  her  in  his  place. 

''  The  disguise  succeeded  to  her  wish,  Le  Fort  escapr- 
cd,  and  the  stratagem  was  not  discovered  till  the  follow- 
ing day. 

"  Unhappy  wretch,*  cried  one  of  the  enraged  commit- 
tee, '  what  have  you  doac?'  '  My  duty,'  she  replieid, '  do 
thine/ 

*^A  prisoner,  whose  name  was  Delleglace,  was  order- 
ed to  be  conveyed  from  Lyons  to  the  Conciergerie  at  Pa- 
ris His  daughter,  who  had  never  quitted  him  a  mo- 
ment from  the  lime  of  his  ^rrest,  desired  permission  to 
travel  with  him  in  the  carri:Age  prepared  for  his  journey. 
This  boon  she  could  not  obtain;  but  what  obstacles  can 
subdue  the  strength  of  filial  love  ?  Mademoiselle  Delle- 
glace, notwithstanding  the  weakness  of  her  constitution, 
and  laying  aside  the  timidity  natural  to  her  sex,  set  off  on 
foot  with  the  carriage,  which  she  accompanied  in  that 
manner  for  more  than  an  hundred  leagues;  she  some- 
times quitted  the  side  of  the'  carriage,  but  it  was  only 
when  she  preceded  her  father,  to  procure  proper  nour- 
ishment for  him  in  the  towns  through  which  they  pass- 
ed, and  in  the  evening  of  every  day,  when  she  ran  for- 
ward to  beg  of  some  charitable  person  a  covering,  to  ad- 
minister to  her  father*s  wants  in  the  dungeon  where  he 
niu>t  pass  the  night. 

'' The  gales  of  the  Conciergerie,  which  she  reached 
at  tlic  sanje  time  with  her  father,  now  excluded  her  from 
his  sight.  Still  the  fortitude  of  this  extraordinary  wo- 
man did  not  give  way.  She  ha'^d  been  accustomed  to  sub- 
due the  ferocity  of  jailers,  and  she  could  not  be  persuad- 
ed that  she  should  plead  for  justice  in  vain  before  ma- 
gistrates. Every  morning,  for  three  months,  she  implo- 
red the  justice  and  humanity  of  some  who  had  influence, 
and  her  virtuous  perseverance  was  rewarded  with  her 
father's  liberatioUv 

*^  What  pen  can  express  the  excessive  joy  of  this  hap- 
py girl,  when  she  carried  the  tidings  to  her  father  ?  Ex- 
ulting in  her  sviccess,  she  next  thought  of  conducting 
him  back  to  his  home  and  family.     She  fell  ill  in  an. jinn 
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on  the  road,  worn  out,  i^  doubt,  with  the  excess  of  fa- 
tigue, dwring  this  unparalleled  exertion.  She  had  not 
Ihe  good  fortune  to  witness  the  utmost  benefit  of  her  en- 
terprise; she  never  quitted  her  bed,  but  died  in  htr  fath- 
er's arms,  still  deeming  herself  happy  to  have  saved  his 
life  at  the  expense  of  her  own.'* 


There  are  none  who  deserve  superiority  over  others  in 
4he  esteerp  of  mankind,  who  do  not  make  it  their  endeav- 
our to  be  beneficial  to  society  ;  and  who  upon  all  occasions 
which  their  circumstances  of  life  can  adaiinisler,  do  not 
toke  a  certain  unfeigned  pleasure  in  conferring  benefits 
of  one  kind  or  other.  Spectator. 

The  great  foundation  of  civil  virtue  is  self-denial;  and 
there  is  no  one  above  the  necessities  of  life,  but  has  oppor- 
tunities of  exercising  that  noble  quality,  and  doing  as  much

Men  of  pulilic  spirit  differ  rather  in  their  circumstances 
than  their  virtue;  and  the  man  who  does  all  he  can  in  a 
low  station,  is  m. ore  a  hero  than  he  who  omits  any  worthy 
action  he  is  able  to  accomplish  in  a  great  one.  ib. 

Though  a  man  has  all  other  perfections,  and  wants  dis- 
cretion, he  will  be  of  no  great  consequence  in  the  world  ; 
but  if  he  has  this  single  talent  in  perfection,  and  but  a 
common  share  of  others,  he  may  do  what  he  pleases  in 
his  particular  station  of  life.  ifi-.
